ELDER HEBER J. GRANT, 
of the Quorum of the Apostles, was the first speaker this morning. Fol- 
lowing is a brief synopsis of his remarks: It is a matter of surprise that 
people who understand this to be the work of God should continue to 
neglect their duties. Christ said His disciples were the salt of the earth, 
and a light unto the world. Weare a people of that character, because 
we know that Jesus is the Christ and that His servants are sent of Him. 
Do we, however, show the necessary example by our good works? There 
are many who do not. Some make progress in the things of God and 
others do not. The reason is that the former keep the commandments 
of God and the latter do not; they are not built upon the rock of truth 
as revealed by the Almighty. In order to develop in the things of the 
Kingdom, we must do the will of God and perform our plain, every-day 
duties. These include attendance at meetings of the Saints and of the 
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Priesthood and the complete observance of the law of tithing. If you 
find such as fail to perform these duties you will discover that they criti- 
cize the authorities of the Church, because their minds are darkened by 
neglect of duty. The Spirit of God will not always strive with that class, 
unless they repent. The way to obtain a testimony as to the divine char- 
acter of this Church, is to do the will of the Father. The Savior laid 
down that course as the means of attaining to such a knowledge. Men 
may receive great spiritual manifestations and yet, through disobedience 
and neglect of duty, make shipwreck of their faith. Sidney Rigdon was 
a conspicuous illustration of this fact. As an example of the opposite of 
this, the Prophet Nephi was an illustrious instance. His faith and deter- 
mination in carrying out the will of God was remarkable. His life was 
full of exhibitions of these characteristics. He showed, in a practical 
way, the progress that can be made through faith and activity in the 
service of God. If we are faithful not one promise that has been made 
concerning us and the work of God will fail of fulfillment. We should 
not set our hearts upon the things of the world, but devote ourselves un- 
selfishly to the building up of the Church of Christ on the earth, sustain- 
ing the authorities thereof in all that they undertake. 

The speaker expressed his pleasure at witnessing the prosperity of the 
Church organ—the Deseret News—and advised the Saints to patronize and 
support it, as a means of representing the Latter-day Saints in their true 
light. 

ELDER JOHN w. TAYLOR, 
of the quorum of Apostles, stated that he had observed a great improve- 
ment among the Latter-day Saints during the last twelve months in the 
payment of their tithes and in attending their meetings and other duties. 
The speaker had been in the world to a great extent and had found a 
great many good people among them. Had found people who were will- 
ing to give of their substance according to their means for the building 
of churches, but they lacked one great principle that the Latter-day 
Saints possessed—continuous revelation. The gifts and blessings of the 
Holy Ghost are among this people and should be sought after by the 
Latter-day Saints. The greatest gift of God is the gift of salvation. The 
Latter-day Saints should seek after the best gifts. They should seek after 
the gifts of knowledge and wisdom, and should strive to keep the com- 
mandments of God. 
ELDER MARRINER W. MERRILL, 

of the Quorum of Apostles, bore his testimony to the truth of this work. 
He knew that the hand of the Lord had been over this people from the 
beginning, and felt thankful that he had thus far been able to retain his 
fellowship with the Church. 

Unless the Latter-day Saints continue to have the evidence of this work 
in their hearts they will not be likely to retain their fellowship in the 
Church. If we will give our duties to the Church preference over the 
things of the world, we will be able to retain our testimonies and our fellow- 
ship with the Saints. If we will keep the commandments of the Lord 
we will not only save ourselves but will help those who are around us. 
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There are many things among the Latter-day Saints that ought not to 
exist. There is an indifference manifested to the counsels of God as given 
through His Priesthood, that should be overcome. The Lord has placed 
these men in authority because He wanted them there, and it is dangerous 
ground to stand in opposition to them. It is our duty to sustain each 
other and to acknowledge the authority of God upon the earth. Those 
who will take this course shall prosper. The power of Satan is abroad 
in the land trying to get us away from the truth and to stir up division 
among the Saints, and in some cases with success. Some members of the 
Church identify themselves with secret societies. This course does not 
have the approval of the authorities of the Church. They do not belong 
to this religious community. They belong to the world. There is every- 
thing within our organization to meet every necessity and requirement. 
There is also room for much improvement in our social conditions, as a 
people. In much of our social intercourse there is no profit, because it 
leads us away from the spirit of the Lord. There are gatherings, however, 
that are profitable, and at which the Spirit of God may be present. A 
great many matters are carried out by means of programs, in a “cut and 
dried” form. There is a liability to run into excess in this direction. 
There are many directions in which the people may improve. In relation 
to the law of tithing, those who honestly conform to it will be blessed, 
and shal] not be diminished in their means. The Saints should never 
neglect their family devotions in the morning and in the evening. The 
performance of this duty is preservative of the family organization, and 
productive of a devotional spirit in the homes of the people. 
The choir sang:

ELDER ANTHON H. LUND, 

of the Quorum of the Apostles, was the first to address the Conference. He 
referred to the words of the Prophet Moroni (Book of Mormon) in relation 
to spiritual gifts. They were to the effect that such gifts should always 
be manifested in the living Church of Christ. Any church which does not 
have them is not a living, but a dead organization. The words referred 
to were not those of Joseph Smith, who was the instrument used by the 
Lord in bringing forth the Book of Mormon. They were the words of an 
ancient Prophet, who knew what constituted the Church of Christ. Not 
long after the Church was organized in this dispensation these spiritual 
gifts began to make themselves manifest, and showed that this organization 
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was in accord with the predictions contained in the Book of Mormon. 
This was translated by the gift and power of God. Had Joseph Smith 
been an impostor the men who helped him in transcribing would soon 
have discovered it. There are many prophecies contained in the Book of 
Mormon that have been fulfilled, proving the divinity of the work. The 
Saints in this dispensation have always been in possession of the Spirit 
of the Lord that has enabled them to judge whether or not a person spoke 
and acted in accordance with the will of God. The gift of tongues and 
the gift of prophesy have always been in this Church and indicate the 
truth of the work. The Prophet Joseph made many prophecies which 
have been clearly fulfilled. In the early organization of the Church the 
Lord revealed to the Prophet that people should be gathered from all 
parts of the world unto this land, and the words have been fulfilled. Our 
missionaries are abroad among al] the nations and the honest in heart are 
still being gathered to the land of Zion. The way is opening up so that 
before long we will have representatives in every country in the world. 
God has established this work and will see that it succeeds. 
ELDER MATTHIAS F. COWLEY, 
of the Quorum of Apostles, was the next speaker. He said that it has 
always been a characteristic of humanity to profess a belief in the revela- 
tions and remarkable manifestations of the power of God which have been 
exhibited before their day, but when confronted with the privilege of 
exercising the same faith in immediate revelation they would reject it. 
The Church of Christ never did exist on the earth only as it existed by 
the spirit of revelation. The Apostle Peter received his knowledge that 
Jesus was the Christ through revelation and if any one ever receives 
a knowledge that Jesus is the Christ, they must obtain it in the same way 
Peter did. Mancannot understand the things of God unless he is endowed 
with the Spirit from on high. The voice of revelation has always been 
manifest in this Church. When the Lord revealed the Gospel anew in 
this dispensation to the Prophet Joseph be made the promise that they 
who should do the will of the Father should receive this spirit of revela- 
tion and should know for themselves that the words that were given to 
them by the leaders of the Church were true. Men who have given ear 
to the revelations of God, as given through His servants, have always 
been attended with success and blessings, and every one who has arisen 
in opposition to them has come to disappointment and his folly has been 
made manifest in the midst of the people. 
ELDER ABRAHAM OWEN WOODRUFF, 

of the Quorum of the Apostles, was the next speaker. He desired to say 
something that would tend to encourage brethren who are officiating in 
the Lesser Priesthood. There is not such a degree of activity among the 
the members of the different quorums as there should be. He had dis- 
covered by inquiry in one of the Stakes, that the members of a High 
Council had not been visited by the Teachers for a number of years. The 
speaker read from the words of the Apostle Paul, wherein he likens the 
Church to the human body, showing that all the members or officers of 
the Church are all necessary, and not one of them, even if it be the least, 
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could be profitably dispensed with. Each should be in place, attending 
to his particular duty, the whole organization being thus developed 
through the performance of its functions. The Prophet Joseph, when 
first called by the Lord, was informed that the churches existing in that 
day had a form of godliness, but were without the power thereof. How 
different is this Church, with its fullness of organization, wonderful in 
detail and completeness. The members of the body of Christ having 
clearly defined duties, those of no one necessarily interfering with those 
of the other. How beautiful it would be if all were in perfect harmony 
with the organization and spirit of the Church. If such were the case 
there would be more power associated with it than there is. However, 
the community is making progress, especially in relation to supporting 
the Church financially. The people are under obligations to accept and 
act upon the teachings of the servants of God. Such as neglect to do 
this will lose the spirit of this work and place themselves in peril of losing 
their salvation. 

President Joseph F. Smith then addressed the congregation after which 
the choir sang, and the benediction was pronounced by Elder J. G.

FINDING OF A LOST TRIBE. 


THE Federal authorities at Ottawa have been notified of the discovery, 
on a lonely island in Hudson Bay, of a lost tribe of Esquimaux, a commu- 
nity which has been for centuries without intercourse with other repre- 
sentatives of the human species, and whose members never saw a white 
man until a few months ago. They are still in the stone age, knowing no 
metals; they grow no plants, and their houses are built of the skulls of 
whales. The home of this strange tribe is on Southampton Island, a piece 
of watergirt land nearly as big as the State of Maine, and situated at the 
north end of Hudson Bay. Apparently the people have dwelt there ever 
since pre-Columbian times, and to-day they subsist in exactly the same 
way as they must have done then. Having been isolated for so long a 
period, it is natural that they should possess many peculiarities. A col- 
lection of their utensils, weapons of the chase and other objects, was 
secured by a whaling vessel that recently visited their island, but to the 
regret of the Canadian authorities they have all passed into the possession 
of persons in New York. Their houses of skulls, more properly described 
as huts, are built by putting together the great jaws of whales and then 
covering them over with skins. In the middle of the primitive dwelling 
is an elevated place, on which stands the inevitable stone lamp, employed 
for lighting, heating, cooking, melting snow, drying clothes, and in cer- 
tain arts. The lamp is nothing more than an open dish of whale or seal 
oil, with a wick of dry moss soaked in fat. The whale is the chief means 
of subsistence of these strange people. They use the whalebone in a 
variety of surprising ways, making even their cups and buckets of it, by 
bending it into round shapes and sewing on the bottoms. Many of their 
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implements are of whalebone; with it they make toboggan-like sleds. 
They also manufacture sledges with walrus tusks for runners and deer 
antlers for crosspieces. 

It would be hard to find more daring hunters than they are, the seal, 
the walrus and the wary caribou contributing to their game bags. The 
tribe comprises only fifty-eight individuals, about equally divided between 
the sexes. Its members speak a dialect peculiar to themselves, and quite 
unlike that employed by any other Esquimaux. Straits thirty miles broad 
separate Southampton Island from the western shore of Hudson Bay, 
where there is a colony of Esquimaux, and once in a very long while the 
straits freeze over. It is said that this happened seventy-five years ago, 
and then a few hunters came over from the island to the mainland, where 
they were much surprised to encounter other human beings like them- 
selves, having doubtless imagined that they were the only people in exist- 
ence. This is now a tradition of the natives of the mainland, who say 
that strangers brought two sledges with them, but went away again and 
never returned; neither before nor since, so far as can be ascertained, has 
any man come from the lost tribe until recently. On Southampton Island 
there is no soapstone, which among the Esquimaux elsewhere is the favor- 
able material for pots and kettles. Hence the people of the lost tribe are 
obliged to make such receptacles out of slabs of limestone glued together 
in rectangular shapes with a mixture of grease and deer blood. In the 
same way they manufacture their lamps, and this fact is another evidence 
of the prolonged isolation of the community, inasmuch as other Esqui- 
maux, when they can obtain no soapstone in their own neighborhood, will 
make trips lasting several years in quest of this rare material.— New York 
Sun.

EFFECTS OF MISSION WORK. 


THE Mission work of the Latter-day Saints is the most unique in its 
methods and far-reaching in its results of any system of evangelization 
the world has ever known.

the farmer from his plow, the artist from his studio, the clerk from his 
desk, the teacher from his school, the cow-boy from his herds, the shepherd 
from his flocks, the mechanic from his tools and the hard handed laborer 
from his toil; and all these feel it an honor to be counted worthy of a call 
to this ministry. Self-interest is laid aside as a secondary consideration, 
property, the accumulation of years of patient toil and close economy, is 
freely sacrificed for a reward seen through the eye of faith in the heavenly 
mansions above. 

The length of the mission is generally from two to three years, so there 
is a constant change going on, and the number in the field is constantly 
increasing, which gives an opportunity to many thousands to gain the 
advantages of a varied experience among men in all grades of society. 

This constant stream of returning Elders, loaded with varied experiences 
from observation in every land, brings home valuable information in every 
line of human activity and progress. The best the world produces, 
whether in science, art, social or political economy, industries, morals or 
a love and taste for the beautiful, whether in nature or decorative art, 
must eventually be the heritage of such a people. Then the facilities for 
the distribution among the people of the information gained, are almost 
perfect through the system of home missionary service in which the lately 
returned Elders are engaged, and through the numerous organizations for 
the dissemination of general information among the young people. 

That the experiences and observations may not be lost or obscured in 
the mazes of defective memory, each Elder keeps a diary of his travels 
and experiences, from which he can draw as occasion may require. These 
diaries are a benefit not only to the individual Elder but they will he 
handed down to future generations and will be of value as matters of 
history. 

Besides the advantages to the community at large, the benefits to the 
individual himself are incalculable, for often the timid uncouth farmer’s 
boy returns a gentlemanly, logical, fluent and self sustained public 
speaker, who becomes a power for good among his associates and brings 
a justifiable, joyous pride to the hearts of his parents, relatives and 
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friends. There are many latent faculties, which, but for the missionary 
experience, might have lain dormant that are aroused and developed to 
the benefit of the individual as well as his fellows. He gains a clear in- 
sight into human nature in many phases of life that will stand him in 
good use in all his future relations with his fellowmen. He gains valu- 
able lessons in self-restraint, for he is brought to realize as never before 
the necessity of holding his life and conduct in strict accord with his 


He learns charity and toleration for the opinions of others by the 
extreme contrast that is exhibited by many in dealing with his own 
unpopular religious faith. His reasoning powers are strengthened by 
the practice he gets in discussing the principles of truth, his manners 
are toned down through association, and his love for family, home and 
friends is intensified and chastened by absence and loving correspondence. 
He learns economy, for, unless he has a good bank account, he must be 
wise in his expenditures or he will run short before his release comes, but 
a close parsimonious spirit is prevented by his sacrifice of time and means 
to accomplish his mission. But best of al] is the faith and testimony 
developed and sweet comforting influence of the Holy Spirit that per- 
meates his very being, bringing a peace of mind and joy unspeakable, 
which diffuses itself among all who come into communion with him. 

Such a continuous circulation through the body social and religious 
cannot fail to have a marked effect for good throughout the whole body of 
the Church, and its modifying influence will be an ever increasing factor 
in the education and sanctification of the people — all the land 
of the latter-day Zion. Pe

A SAD CATASTROPHE. 


Ir was a sad reading to the writer when the Deseret News of April 14 
was conned for items from far off home. A little grand-daughter aged 
eight months had died under unfavorable circumstances of operation, in 
Salt Lake City, the parents, James O. Herron and his wife Lilly, daughter 
of Elder H. W. Naisbitt, had seen to the funeral, when the mother re- 
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mained for a few days of solace with her mother and friends, the husband 
returning to his work in the mines at Mercur, when (while resting for a 
moment) a fall of rock crushed him to death. 

The remains were conveyed to Salt Lake City for interment beside the 
two dear departed children, and the funeral services were announced for 
Sunday April 15, but no details of that occasion are as yet to hand. 

The now widowed wife has three children (two boys and a girl) yet left 
to care for, if bravely she can sustain the shock of her great affliction. 
Many of the incidents of this sad case indicate premonition of calamity, 
but “hope springs eternal in the human breast,” and we wonder some- 
times at our blindness and then call it fate, nevertheless “there is an over- 
ruling hand,” not always visible, but always present, and if “His ways 
are past finding out,” faith trusts, and waits the outcome of the whole. 

James O. was the son of Orlando F. and Hannah J. Driggs Herron, of 
Pleasant Grove, and his stricken wife is the eldest daughter of Henry W. 
and Elizabeth Irvine Naisbitt. This circumstance makes the seventh 
death in the family connexion of Elder Naisbitt since leaving Utah, 
November 5, 1898. The future, veiled in obscurity, is glorified only by hope 
and faith, and can but be met by the comforting influence of that Spirit 
which is heartily prayed for, as the best thing for the sorrowing and 
bereaved. N.

THE RESURRECTION AS AFFECTING THE SONS OF 
PERDITION. 


In many minds there has been a great misapprehension on the question 
of the resurrection. Some have had the idea, and have taught it, that the 
sons of perdition will not be resurrected at all. They base this idea, and 
draw this conclusion, from the 38th and 39th paragraphs of section 76 of 
the book of Doctrine and Covenants, where the Lord says: 


“ ay ee the only ones who shall not be redeemed in the due time 
of the Lord, fter the sufferings of his wrath; 

“For all the rest shall be brought forth by the resurrection of the dead, 
through the triumph and the glory of the Lamb, who was slain, who was 
in the bosom of the Father before the worlds were made.” 


A careful reading of these verses, however, and especially of the pre- 
ceding paragraphs, will show that the Lord does not, in this language, 
exclude even the sons of perdition from the resurrection. It is plain that 
the intention is to refer to them explicitly as the only ones on whom the 
second death shall have any power: “for all the rest shall be brought forth 
by the resurrection of the dead, through the triumph and the glory of the 
Lamb.” This excluded class are the only ones on whom the second death 
shall have any power, and “the only ones who shall not be redeemed in 
the due time of the Lord after the sufferings of his wrath.” 

This is by no means to say that they are to have no resurrection. Jesus 
our Lord and Savior died for all, and all will be resurrected—good and 
bad, white and black, people of every race, whether sinners or not; and 
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no matter how great their sins may be, the resurrection of their bodies is 
sure. Jesus bas died for them, and they all will be redeemed from the 
grave through the atonement which He has made. 

In support of this view, the Lord says in the 29th section of the Doc- 
trine and Covenants, paragraph 26: 

“Bat, behold, verily I say unto you, before the earth shall awa 
Michael, — — shall —. his trump, and then shall Ache dead 


om, re their graves shal] be opened, and they shall come forth; yea, 
even all.“ 


It will be observed that, as if to emphasize this point, the Lord repeats 
the declaration that all the dead shal] awake, and they shall come forth, 
yea, even all.“ 

Turning now to the Book of Mormon, where abundant references to the 
resurrection may be found, read the words of Jacob, as recorded in the 
9th chapter of II Nephi, 21st and 22nd verses: 

“And he cometh into the world that he may save all men, if they will 
hearken unto his voice; for behold, he suffereth the pains of al] men; yea, 
the pains of every living creature, both men, women, and children, who 
belong to the family of Adam. 


“And he suffereth this, that the resurrection might pass upon all men, 
that all might stand before him at the great and judgment day.” 


Amulek, in the 11th chapter of the book of Alma, verses 41 and 44, speaks 
as follows: 

“Therefore the wicked rewain as though there had been no redemption 
made, except it be the loosing of the bands of death; for behold, the day 
cometh that all shall rise from the dead and stand before God, and be 
judged according to their works. 

“Now this restoration shall come to all, both old and young, both bond 
and free, both male and female, both the wicked and the righteous; and 
even there shall not so much as a hair of their heads be lost; but all things 
shall be restored to its perfect frame, as it is now, or in the body, and 
shall be brought and be arraigned before the bar of Christ the Son, and 
God the Father, and the Holy Spirit, which is one eternal God, to be 
judged according to their works, whether they be good or whether they 

evil.” 


In the 40th chapter of the same book, verses 4 and 5, Alma declares 
that “there is a time appointed that all shall rise from the dead.“ Further 
on in the same chapter he speaks very plainly on this subject. Indeed, the 
entire chapter is full of information on this great matter of the ressurrec- 
tion of the body. 

Samuel the Lamanite, as recorded in the book of Helaman, 14th chapter, 
16th, 17th and 18th verses, dwells upon the distinction between the first 
death and the second death, and makes very plain the doctrine that the 
resurrection of Christ redeems all mankind from the first death. 

The 9th chapter of the book of Mormon, verse 13, is also very explicit, 
and would seem to leave no excuse for misunderstanding as to the point 
under discussion. We quote the paragraph: 


“And because of the redemption of man, which came by Jesus Christ, 


they are brought back into the presence of the Lord; yea, this is wherein 
all men are redeemed, because the death of Christ bringeth to pass the 
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resurrection, which bringeth to pass a redemption from an endless sleep, 
from which sleep all men shall be awoke by the power of God when the 
trump shall sound; and they shall come forth, both small and great, and 
- all shall stand before his bar, being redeemed and loosed from this eternal 
band of death, which death is a temporal death.” 

From the foregoing it is abundantly evident that all mankind will be 
redeemed from death and the grave, and all will stand before the judgment 
seat of God to be judged for the deeds done in the body. It is therefore 
an entirely false conception of the great and divine plan of existence 
which is entertained by those who believe that there will be no resurrec- 
tion of the body in the case of the sons of perdition. Juvenile Instructor. 


ELECTRICAL TREATMENT OF CANCER. 


Dr. Massey, an Ohio physician, is treating cancer successfully by diffus- 
ing salts of mercury through the affected tissue by electric action. Says 
Electricity, in a leading editorial in which Dr. Massey’s method is des- 
cribed :—“ A method of destroying cancer germs by the aid of electricity 
has recently been discovered which, it is claimed, almost invariably proves 
successful, provided the disease has not gone too far. In a paper read 
a short time ago before the Medical Association of Columbus, Ohio, by 
Dr. G. Betton Massey, this new method of treating cancer was fully ex- 
plained. It consists in inserting in the body of the person afflicted nas- 
cent salts of mercury by electric diffusion. This is said to be a most con- 
venient means of destroying tuberculous deposits in any part of the body, 
except the brain, the lungs, and the abdomen. The details of the method 
of procedure are interesting as showing the important part played by 
electricity.” The patient lies on a large pad connected with the negative 
pole of a battery, and a tubular gold electrode filled with mercury is 
inserted into the cancerous growth. The action of the current results in 
the formation of an oxychloride of mercury, which diffuses into the tissue 
in all directions at the rate of about an inch in half an hour, depending 
on the voltage of the current. The diseased tissues are thus absolutely 
destroyed, while the healthy ones beyond are only slightly affected. “In 
concluding,” says the writer, “the author states that out of ten cases of 
carcinoma, or cancer, operated upon, he succeeded in curing nine by the 
use of electricity as outlined above.”

WHEN the song was ended the household and visitors were in a jubilant 
mood for the spirit was contagious, and Mr. Binks murmured, “Ah, that 
comes like the benediction which follows after prayer.” 

Mrs. Binxs. Yes, it surely came after prayer for thousands have 
desired to see the day of Prophets, but “died without the sight.” 

Mr. B. What I was going to ask is this, What do we know about 
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this Prophet any way? Mr. White says he never saw him. Is there any 
one who did see him? Did he announce himself? What are his creden- 
tials? How did he receive them—when and where.” 

Mr. WRIrE. My friend, why didn’t you keep on asking questions for 
they are numerous, besides they are important and while I may not be 
able to answer them, yet they seem natural to an enquirer and should not 
be overlooked. There are men living however who did know the Prophet 
intimately, none more venerable than the present President of the Church, 
Lorenzo Snow, he was for years familiar with that great man, but per- 
sonal knowledge does not necessarily imply that Joseph was called of God 
or that he was a Prophet, Seer and Revelator. 

Mn. B. I see that, and the old saying that a tree is known by its fruits 
is almost trite and stale, before so profound an enigma; however, I want 
to hear what Mr. White has to say. 

Mr. W. One of the first evidences of some superior wisdom or intelli- 
gence is the reproduction in fac simile of that original outline in the New 
Testament; historic developments all seem to anticipate such a possi- 
bility, for from the time that revolt against the Mother Church first took 
place each successive reformer has been moved upon by some unseen but 
positive influence to approach nearer and nearer that grand original. 
Political reformers have supplemented religious reformers, toleration 
broke the bands of an assumed authoritative priestcraft, until in the full- 
ness of time and after untold effort, it became possible again to declare 
the heavens opened, to utilize the Spirit of the age and the growth of a 
new dominion, wherein liberty of speech, conscience and action, were 
possible if yet imperfect, and the announcement of that New Era which 
should utilize the economics and possibilities of a really and, up to that 
time, an unappreciated condition. 

Mr. B. You mean to say that political progress had to do with religi- 
ous progress, and that they ran parallel with each other? 

Mr. W. Well somewhat that way, and while European Christian influ- 
ences had been broadening and enlarging, other elements of needed 
growth were absent, and in the United States alone, that land of blessing, 
promise and destiny, could be found conditions essential to development 
and growth. Jacob had promised this land to Joseph his favorite son, 
but for unknown centuries only the aborigines had possession. The 
advent of Columbus, the arrival of the Pilgrims, the appearance of a 
Washington, and the inspiration of the political fathers of that country 
were each impressed to “prepare the way of the Lord.” Between 140 
and 150 years were evidently required for the consolidation of this 
Republic whose Constitution was given of God, and then came “the Hour 
and the Man.” Before its fertile lands had been appropriated or its great 
destiny understood, the earnest, honest unsophisticated farmer’s boy had 
been already born as this child of destiny; this coming prophet, this modern 
revealer, had come to that home in Vermont, had passed his childhood, 
had stood upon the threshold of inquiring youth, had reached an early 
(and so far as human wisdom could determine) an oblivious and unprom- 
ising manhood, but the revealment made concerning Jeremiah had doubt- 
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less in the Councils of the God’s been said of him, “Before I formed thee 
in the belly I knew thee; and before thou camest forth out of the womb [ 
sanctified thee, and I ordained thee a prophet unto the nations,” Jer. 1: 5, 
and the commandment given to the former was almost identical with the 
latter in the five following pregnant verses. The fact of this reproduc- 
tion which was evidently beyond his capacity or that of all his compeers 
(if such they were), backed by his own unostentation and yet suggestive 
meaning of his mission, robs his position of what men might call audacity, 
or blasphemy, or assumption, being in fact no more than was assumed by 
“every prophet since the world began.” 

Mr. B. You certainly gather in from a wide radius a possible case, but 
there are many other considerations which may be more vulnerable than 
the one so intelligently given. 

Mr. W. True, and the climax to this possibility and profession, to this 
preparation and full revealment, is the astonishing fact that he wished 
no man to be satisfied with either this harmony or this profession, but 
he did what his mighty predecessor had done, and that was to establish 
in the soul of the believer that testimony of an assured knowledge which 
was to be the key to individual stability and assurance, “If any man 
will do the will of the Father he shall know of the doctrine whether it is 
of God or whether I speak of myself.” By this infallible test of personal 
inspiration and assurance his cause was committed to the world, and tens 
of thousands have rejoiced therein as the last, best, greatest Gift of God in 
this “the dispensation of the fulness of times.” 

Mr. B. However, you have not replied to some of my queries, and 
whether this promise of testimony excludes all other evidence I cannot 
say, but in our day of pretence, evasion, and positive fraud, some one 
might ask if beside this assumed pre-ordination and even the promise, 
whether some process of appointment was not equally orderly and authori- 
tative, such as we know human institutions to require. 

Mr. W. I am glad you mentioned that, for in pursuing our line of 
thought 1 had really overlooked that outward official recognition which 
gives validity to all appointment. The history of the Prophet and the 
Church points out with emphasis that the opening of a dispensation 
interests more than the immediate actors therein. Adam, Enoch, Abra- 
ham, Moses, Joseph and Jesus, the head and leader of the whole, had each 
his associates and aids. Angelic visitation to the young Prophet was 
frequent, the glorious presence of the Father was vouchsafed, His com- 
mendation of the Son was pronounced, the Martyred John the Baptist 
conferred on the Prophet and his associate the Priesthood of Aaron; Peter, 
James and John, once slain for the testimony of Jesus, ordained these 
“chosen vessels” to the higher or Melchisedek Priesthood ; other angels and 
divine messengers also visited, educated and enlightened them, and revealed 
the duties, privileges and blessings associated with the introduction of 
ordinances, with the voice of authority, and the ultimate organization of 
the Church. All this array of revealment and power was an incontro- 
vertible necessity, inasmuch as all semblance of endowment, authority, 
ordinance, and the Church itself, had been swept away by violence, by 
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apostasy, by ignorance or by design on the part of those spiritual influ- 


ences which dominate the human family and have, with wicked men (their 
servants), no sympathy with God or Christ, with righteousness or truth, 
but are slaves to sin and subject to the far-reaching powers of evil. 

Mr. B. Surely you are exhausted and have exhausted your subject 
besides, and all this about the Father and the Son and the angels is new 
tome. I am not sure, although I may not doubt that angels and Prophets 
in our day have come again to earth. 

Mr. W. You can easily see that if this Gospel is or was to be restored 
it had to be done by some one, and if you know of any other way except 
that of angels and past authority you see clearer than I do, and no doubt 
have different views. 

Mr. B. Well I cannot say that I have any other views, you don’t leave 
any hole for a man to creep out of, and, in fact, if a restoration was pre- 
dioted as you have proved, surely the way pointed out, was, to say the 
least, the best way, or Divine wisdom would have found another. 

Mr. W. You are right, I neither made the plan of salvation originally, 
nor took part in its suppression under the Apostles, or in the modern res- 
toration; “It is the Lord’s doings, and it is marvelous in our eyes.” But 
the clock strikes twelve and you are a long way from home, and we have 
probably been less social than is justified, but you will forgive me, Mr. 
and Mrs. Binks, I am sure, and I shall be proud to see you again and yet 
again, and the young people now well introduced will meet, no doubt, as 
they generally contrive to do. 

Mr. B. Have you any ministers in your Church? I should like to 
see one, if I can have that privilege. 

Mr. W. We have none as you understand it; ours go out without purse 
or scrip, they are called of God, through His servants, and when a mission 
is filled, they return again to their farms and flocks, or to the bench, forge, 
desk or store, as the case may be. 

MR. B. You surprise me more and more, but I would like to see one of 
these modern, self-sacrificing ministers of the true Gospel and the Church 
of God, for perhaps I might have courage given me to be baptized. 

Mas. B. I shall be there when you are, for I have longed for this now 
many years. 0 

Lucy AND JOHN (at once). And we shall be ready too, for Ma has been 
teaching usin a quiet way from the scriptures, and we are old enough 
anyhow. Are we not Mr. White? 

Mr. W. Yes, if your father and mother set the example and they are 
also willing, it would be a rare—a memorable day for you all, if this should 
ever be. And now suppose before you retire, let us sing, Praise God 
from whom all blessings flow,” etc., after which a few words of prayer will 
be in order to close so memorable a day and so interesting and agreeable 
& Visit.
